The swamp has openings north and gsolth. 
Bounded on the east and west by the rivers 
it is an ideal den for bruin, in whiGh he re- 
tires at seent or sound of danger. 

When ‘chased by horse and hounds, the 
bear shies at the openings and turns back 
into the jungle. If he reaches a river bank 
on either side he turns back. If a bear is 
started anywhere in the swamp, the hunters 
may depend upon it that he will not leave 
the confines of the jungle. 

Mr.’ Fish § invited the President and his 
party to be his guests en route to the 
rendezvous in a Special train, to which 
President ‘Fish’s private caf was attached 
at Memphis.

The place chosen for the camp and hunt- 
ing ground is a swamp jungle in the delta. 
Located between the Big Sunflower and the 
Little Sunflower rivers, the sw amp fs known

Mississippi. 

The site selected for the camp is on the 
west bank of the Little Sunflower. 12 miles 
by a circuitous-trail from Smedes, a™sta- 
tion on the Yazoo & Mississippi’ River raji- 
read, 2; miles north of Vicksburg. 

[It is difficult to deseribe. Smedes. ian- 
guage being limited. It is not a‘town. The 
place has no statfon; ‘it is a mere stopping 
place for trains.. There fis no telegraph of- 
fice. Such baggage “as is billed to Smedes 
is dumped off 6n the grass and awaits 
claimants. If it be: perishable goods, per- 
haps the clerks in the Deer Creek store, 
east of the tracks, may take the baggage 
in out of the rain.

As the hounds, being 
smaller, can pass through the undergrowth 
with more ease and alacrity than the bear, 
the big animal nappy to find a path 
eut for his running, and along these trails 
he will give the hounds a thrilling run. 

Here and there in the swamp are wate- 
holes that never .go dry. Bruin drinks 
and bathes in them. They are sometimes

PLANTS FOR SPRING 


Beautiful Flowers That Can 
Be Forced Forward. 


SOME ADVICE BY A GROWER 
ALBERT G. ULRICH TELLS ABOUT 
| VARIOUS BULBS. 


His Experience Teaches That Anyone 
Can Be Successful If They Will 
Only Study the Habits of 
the Plants. 


Those who desire a show of Dutch or Hol. 
land bulbs in the spring must secure the 
bulbs and plant them in the autumn. 

Any garden soil wil! grow bulbs well; but 
it must be dratned so water will not lie 
on the surface for any length of time, or 
the bulbs will be likely to rot. After plant- 
ing and before winter sets in cover the 
seg with a good dressing of leaves, say 

ve or six inches in depth or more. Over 
this throw a little brush, earth or manure, 
to prevent blowing off. 
obtained, coarse manure wil! answer. In 
the spring rake off the covering, about half 
at first, then wait a week before remov- 
ing the remainder. Nothing more is re- 
quired except to destroy the _.weeds, and 
wait for the little green buds to burst into 
their glorious array of colors.

the leaves aro well developed and matured, 
there will be little or no bloom the fcllow- 
ing season. It is therefore very essential 
that the foliage is not cut away or de- 
stroyed until thcroughly matured. The 
flower spokes can be cut away without in- 
jury to the bulb; in fact, it is better for 
me, plant to do so. 

e t results are obtained by planting 
the bulbs outdoors from the first of October 
until the middle of November. The ground 
Should be thoroughly spaded and mixed 
with well rotted manure and sand. 

The most popular and well known of 
bulbous plants are hyacinths and tulips. 
The cultural direction for hyacinths are as 
follows: For out-door planting in beds or 
borders they may be planted from October 
until frost sets in. Any good garden soil, 
well spaded to a depth of about 18 inches: 
they should be planted not less than four 
inches deep and about five inches apart. 
A little sand placed under each bulb per- 
mits the water to drain off in heavy soils. 
A sunny — sults them. The bulbs 
can be faken up and dried off as soon as 
the leaves turn yollow. 


For Winter 

Blooming Bulbs. 

For winter blooming the bulbs should be 
planted about the middle of September or 


beginning of October in a soil composed of 
turfy loom well rotted cow manure and 
a little sand to keep the siil porous. One 
bulb to a five-inch pot is a gooi size to 
use. Leave the top of the bulb even with 
the surface of the soil, which should be 
moderately moist and tot pressed too 
firmly. Water freely to settle the soil and 
place in a cool, dark place, a cellar will 
do. When well rooted, which will be in 
from six to eight weeks, they can be re- 
moved to a warmer and lighter location. 
This should be done gradually. Care 
should be taken that the bulbs are well 
rooted before brineinge them to the light, 
as everything depends on this point. 
Plenty of air and light is what they re 
quire after being well rooted. 

Hyacinths in glasses are elegant and 
suitable ornaments for the window garden, 
and can flowered with very little 
trouble. Single varieties are the most satis- 
factory for this purpose. Fill the glass with 
clear water, so as to almost touch the base 
of the bulb, add a emall piece of char- 
coal, this will keep the water pure. They 
should then be placed in a cool, dark cel-

Tulip s are so well known that no reccm- 
needed to encourage their 
cultivation. ‘They are brilliant and charm 
ing and the effect produced’ hy careful 
mlanting in beds is simply indascribable 
October and November are ‘the best months 
for planting outdoors. Plant them about 
four inches. deep and about five inches 
apart in well-pre pared beds, dug at least 
12 irchee deep. and well decayed manure 
added. It is also well to add a liberal sup- 
ply of gand. In planting designs, to color 
remove the soil entirely to the depth of 
planting, press the bulbs into lines drawn 
to represent the design, then replace the 
soil, leaving the center higher than the 
sides, so as to pore the water to flow off 
the bed. The single flowered are the most 
showy and brilliant for olitdoor planting, 
not @o durable and massive appearing as 
the double. Aftar freezing a good covering 
of well-rotted manure will protect them 
slightly.

Have Not Been Raised.

“Prosperity,’”’ However, Has Wiped 
Out the Great Idle Population 
of Four Years Ago, to the 
General Good. 
OPPOSES OOOO OS S 


WAGE EARNER WAS 
BETTER OFF IN 1896. 
Special to the Post- Drapate! h. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Labor depart- 
ment officials estimate the increase in 
Wages during the past year at 2 per cent. 

All available statistics show that the av- 
erage wage earnper lived better in 1896 
than today. His wages were less, Dut the 
cost of living was considerably less. Since 
1806 wages have increased about 12 per 
cent and the cost of necessariés from 33 to 
40 per cent. 

It is belleved the statistics now being col- 
lected will easily prove that wages are 
higher that at any time since the Civil 
war, and also that the prices of living 
necessities are higher that at any time in 
the same period. 

The following table indicates the increase 
in wages during the past six years in cer- 
tain lines of industry:

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Within the 
past ten duye a number of the important 
1ailroads of the country increased the wag- 
es of about 700,000 employ es 10 per cent be- 
cause of the increased cost of lving. Facts 
anc figures gathered in this and other large 
cities of the count Pd that the cost of 
living throughout t Union nas increased 
within the last four. years more than 23 
per cent, They establish the following 
propositions: 

The wages in many industries and call- 
— have not been increased. 

hat the high prices brought about by 
the present “era of prosperity’’ have ac- 
tually worked to the disadvantage of many 
persons. 

That to equalize the purchase power of 
a dollar on necessaries of life four years 
ago, about $1.24 is now required. 

That the one thing which makes better 
times for the a as a whole ig the 
fact that “prosperity’’ has wiped out the 
idle ee Aen eng of four years ago, thereby 
increasing the wage-earning returns of the 
nation by nearly 40 per cent. 

Compared with all other classes, the 
farmer has benefited more in proportion 
ihan the workingman, or even the capital- 
ist. And ersons in small communities 
have benefited more in proportion § than 
persons in large communities. 

Recent advances in wages of railroad men 
have caused rejoicing, but, in the aggre- 
gate, the population of the country will pay 
about $106,009,000 more to the railroads dur- 
ing the next year than they did in the last, 
and the railroads will pay out of this sum 
about $60,000,000 in extra wasn ¢e employes. 

Salaries have not been rails generally 
to the great working population employed 
as clerks. 

The immense number of women workers, 
with the exception of a few isolated cases, 
are receiving practically the same wages. 

Tho increase of 24 per cent in price of liv- 
ing means that the same quantity and qual- 
ity of the necessaries of life which now 
cost $1 could be purchased four years ago 
for 76 cents. 

A clerk who was supporting a family four 
years ago on a salary of a week and is 
still getting the same salary is worse off 
by far than he was when prosperity was at 
a low ebb. 

If, four years ago, he managed to save 
a few dollars a week out of his salary he 
can save nothing now. 

During the past year, up to six weeks ago 
meats of all kinds were held at 2 to 60 
per cent. higher prices than In 1897. 

About six weeks ago, however, prices de- 
clined because of the influx of grass-fed 
cattle, and dre now the same as in 1897. 

Canned goods, flour, dried fruits, butter, 
CgeS. potatoes, etc., have generally in- 
cret 5 per cent. 

Clothing has not shown any 
increase. 

House rents have been advanced 
years over 20 per cent. 

Coal has increased about 40 per cent. 

Wages have not increased, except in com- 
paratively few instances. 

The farmer has to some extent profited, 
and to some extent lost by prevailing con- 
ditions. He has experienc a gradual in- 
orease in the cost of his farm implements, 
along with the 5 to 7 per cent 
in the groceries he is compelled to buy. 

The western farmer has profited by pe- 
cullar weather conditions, and the price of 
corn cannot. be regarded as a suitable com- 
arison with that of 1897. Soft weather has 
orced corn to 58%, of which he receives 5¢ 
to &% cents. He has been receiving 23% to 
3% cents in previous years, except last 
year, when shortage in the crop forced | 
Farms higher. In wheat, however. the | 

rmer is now receiving 73, as compered to | 
cents in 1897. |

IN NEW YORK. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—In this city the | 
average wage earner has benefitted perhaps | 
hes than in any other city in the country 
if the fact is excluded that there has been 
more work and steadier work for a great- 
er number of persons than ever before. 

Except in a few instances, like the build- 
ing trades, for exam ~ wanes generally 
have not been raised to igher level 
There simply has been work offered. but at 
about the same wages. 

There are no authoritative 
existence relative to wage increases. 
Fkilled labor is better paid generally than 
four years ago. The increase averages about 
156 per cent. In certain manufacturing in- 
dustries, wages have raised from 5 to 10 
per cent and there has been considerable 
over work for employes. Rents and food 
have advanced from 10 to 2% per cent all 
along the line, while fuel is still from 15 
to cent higher than last year. 

While interest on deposits in savings 
banks "has dec in five years from 4 
to 8 per cent, a loss of &% per cent to the 
depositor, there . has been a marked in- 
crease in savings deposits.

The child was so badly 
frightenec that she could not say much, 
but stated that the man killed her mother 
and at she fell where she was lying after 
receiVing the fetal snot. 

The littl: girl was standing on the porch 
and ran into the house. pull.ng the door 
behind her.

lL.. F. Johnston, husband of the murdered 
weman, Was cutting timber half a mile 
south of h's home when he heard the shoot- 
ing.

He ran to his home. Two of his neigh- 
bois, Walter Reed and Mr. Tinsley, haa 
also heard the shots and the death scream 
of the murdered woman. and they had 
reacned the scene of the tragedy a few 
minutes before the husband. 

They found Mrs. Johnston lying. face 
dewnward in the yard, and her rifle and 
two empty shells by her. side. She was 
dead. 

A bullet wound, from the back to the 
jo'nt of her right shoulder, had killed her. 

In the distance. through the dense woods. 
a wagon, drawn by a team under whip and 
lash, was leaving the scene. It contained 
seven men, who had participated in the at- 
tack on the woman. 


WILD SETTING FOR TRAGEDY. 

The scene of the tragedy is at Canady's 
Switch, a lonely spot in the wild woods on 
the St. Louis, Memphis & Southeastern 
railway, five miles west of this city. The 
Killing occurred about 8 o'clock in the 
morning and the body Jay in the yard as 
had fallen until 3 o'clock of the same daf, 
guarded by a few women:

The cabinet split has not yet led to any 
bitterness. There have been honest vpinions 
freely expressed by both sides. The differ- 
ences have not up-to this point approxi- 
mated a rupture which might be followed 
by resignatiors or removals. 

The two factions have been designated 
as radical and conservative. Those holding 
conservative views are worried at the out- 
look, built they believe tne President will 
not ignore their advice. 

The division of the cabinet into factions 
began on the Tuesday before the President's 
departure on his bear hunting trip. He 
read to them portions of his annual mes- 
sage to Congress, including his chapter on 
gsts and rai'roads. The language em- 
Syed was severe and unequivocal. It was 
a ‘straightforward arraignment of trusts 
and railroad combinations. 

It disconcerted the conservatives, who 
begged him to modify the recommendations 
and language. The President promised to 
take the matter under considerat‘on and see 
what could be done. 

At the cabinet meeting yesterday he told 
his advisers that he had carefully consid- 
ered the matter and had not reached @ 
final decision. He announced frankly that 
his present conviction was that his lan- 
guage and recommendations should be little 
modified. 

He declared Attorney-General Knox had 
supplied him with all the legal backing nec- 
essary and would furnish to Congress all 
the citations of law required to frame 
constitutional anti-trust and anti-railroad 
legislation. Those who believe the Presi- 
dent is going too far sent out 4 general 
call for all the assistance possible. Leading 
railroad men, prominent financiers and poll- 
ticlans of high rank will swoop down on 
the President next week and urge him to 
go slow. 

The conservative cabinet members have 
a lingering hope that the influence of Sen. 
ators Spooner and Platt of Connecticut 
may induce the President to accept modifi- 
eation. This hope is not strong, as the 
radicals—Knox, Hitchcock, Wilson and 
Shaw—heartily indorse the President's pro- 
posed action, arguing that he will please 
the peeple as a whole, and it is better to 
offend tne few and attain popularity with 
the meny. 

Some surprise has been expressed at the 
alignment of Attorney General Knox with 
the President. It is said to be inspired by 
his pride as a lawyer. He believes the laws 
are adequate to curb trusts and prevent 
comnbinations of competing rallroad iines.

And if there {s any place in this country 
where that work is needed it is in Ne- 
braska.

There are fences In this county 15 miles 
long, every foot of which is on govern- 
ment land. Thousands of head of cattle 
roam the Immense areas so fenced, but the 
gsetticr must keep away. The cattle men 
oall attention to the fact that anyone 
may enter upon these tracts and file his 
homesteading papers. The wouldbe settler 
acknowledges that fact, and points to the 
case of Tom Horn, just sentenced to be 
hung in Cheyenne for murdering settlers, 
after having confessed that he did so at the 
instigation of wealthy cattle and sheep 
men; after confessing that he was a regu- 
larly employed assassin.

He explained how he _ stretched the 
muscles and ligaments about the hip joint 
sufficiently to allow the head of the bone

DR. LORENZ TREATS FOUR CHILDREN 


was the remarkable ease with which Dr. 
Lorenz explained his movements in English 
as he proceeded with each step of the 
operation.

Ger secretary for Ireland is regarded by 
Some as one of the most significant events 
in Irish political history since Gladstone 
adopted home rule, He is not only an Irish- 
man and a Catholic, but he is also a home 
ruler, and his brother, Dr. Cark Anthony 
MacDonnell, has been a member of the 
Irish Nationalist party wince 1898. 

Sir Anthony is a man of remarkable abil- 

ity. By sheer brains, hard work and detef- 
nation of character, he attained the very 
est position open to a man of the In- 
civil service, namely, lieutenant-gov- 
ernor of Bengal, and subsequently governor 
of the Northwest provinces. He entered tiie 
Indian service in the usual way, in open 
competition, obtained first place in the ex- 
amination and at 58 he retired full of hon- 
ors and distinctions” after 5 years of al- 
most continuous labor, marked at every 
step by the most brilliant recognition at 
the hands of the Indian and imperial au- 
thorities. 

On retiring he declined a peerage, for he 
fe a man with no social ambition, but he 
accepted a privy counsellorship and a place 
on the council of the secretary of state for 
India, the body charged with advising the 
gecretary of state on all matters of Indian 


cy. 
In India, Sir’ Anthony earned the reputa- 
tion of being a man of fron will, untouched 
by the social influences that largely affect 
the average Indian official, a tremendous 
worker and a most exacting chief. His 
greatest administrative achievement was 
the framing and carrying of a scheme of 
land tenure, which settled effectually and 
much to the advantage of the tenants, the 
Benga! land question.

He finds that women Only steal from the 
large shops or stores: that the majority 
of them are in easy circumstances, and 
that many are rich, while the articles they 
steal are of no use to them, or that they 
do not need them. When arrested they 
can always point out the article “lifted” 
and many admit haying it with a sincere 
expression of relief, as if a weight has 
been taken off their consctence. 

Many women voluntarily confess further 
thefts, discovering the articles purloined.

Moderate Estimates of His Fortune 
Place It at $125,000,000 and 
Annual Income During 
Recent Years Was 
$10,000,000. 


BERLIN, Nov. 22.—Herr Krupp, the great 
gunmaker and wealthiest man in Germany, 
died suddenly from apoplexy this morning 
at his villa in Huegel. 

He had been ill for several days and a 
report of his condition was telegraphed 
daily to his wife, who had been several 
months in Jena under medical treatment. 

Concerned by the latest dispatch regard- 
ing her husband, Frau Krupp left Jena yes- 
terday, accompanied by Prof. Binswanger 
of the medical faculty of the university 
there. She will reach Essen early Sunday 
morning. 

According to the medica] reporte, his 
physicians succeeded in restoring Herr 
Krupp to consciousness a few hours before 
death. but their patient soon relapsed into 
insensibility. He died at 3 o'clock. 

In the meantime, the directors of the 


Krupp works and Herr Krupo's solicitors 
had been summoned. ‘They held a consul- 
tation after hig death and caused a bulletin 
announcing his demise to be posted at the 
works at 6 o'clock. 

At about noon rumors were in circulation 
in Essen that Herr Krupp was dying, but 
the public had no accurate information re- 
garding his condition until the great works 
which dominate the city and furnish em- 
ployment to 43,000 men wefe closed. The 
first question that everybody asked was: 


THE SUICIDE THEORY. 
“Did Herr Krupp commit suicide?” 


There seems to be no testimony to s8up- 
port this suggestion, the physicians in at- 
tendance resolutely asserting that the case 
was simply one of apoplexy. 

That considerable time elapsed after 
death before the news was announced is 
taken by some persons to indicate that the 
cause of death is somewhat obscure. 
Near friends of the dead man, who were 
aware of the great mental distress into 
which the recent publication in the Vor- 
waerts had thrown him—reproduced as it 
was in adjacent cities and telegraphed over 
the world—are confident that the charges 
contained in the story induced his death. 

Herr Krupp’'s villa, where he died, is sev- 
eral miles m BEDseen. e eat gun- 
maker lived there in almost feudal fashion, 
and the place tonight is unapproachable, 
nobody be admitted within the gates ex- 
cept the police, the directors of the Krupp 
works and the undertakers and their as- 
sistants. 

The ‘officials and employes of the Kru 
works yesterday called a public mosting or 
today with the object expresel indigne- 
tion at the charges made by the Vorwaerts. 

The meeting assembled at 11:30 o'clock tMig 
morning, but before a deputation could be 
appointee to convey to Herr Krupp expres- 
sions of loyalty and confidence, it Was 
learned that his condition was too serious 
for him to receive fit. 


INCOME $10,000,000 A YEAR. 
Herr Krupp was not regarded as a hard 
master by his workmen. He established 


various institutions at Essen for their bene- 
fit and bullt hundreds of model houses on 
sanitary principles for their use, charging 
them a moderate rental. 

Moderate estimates of the fortune of the 
deceased place it at 000,000 and his 
annual income during his recent years of 
prosperity at $10,000,000. 

Herr Krupp made great sums by supply- 
ing armor plate for the new navy. Besides 
his iron works and shipyards, he an 
interest in many financial enterprices and 
recently had ecquired extensive coal prop- 
erties a connection with the North Ger- 
man Lioyd Steamship Co.

Through the intervention of death, said 
the bur aster, this action was now fu- 
tlle and the meeting could only express 
rateful remembrance of the man who had 
eserved so well of his native city: 

The council then adopted a resolution ex- 
proamag indignation at the injury inflicted 
upon Herr Krupp befo-¢ his death and of 
sympathy for his family.

KICKED GOAL. 

The Yale tcam ran back to the center of 
the fidd. Bowman and Rockwell walked 
out 15 yards and Rockwell lying at ful!

Yale 6, Harvard 0, and only 0 minutes had

Undismayed, the magnificent Harvard 
team trotted out from under their goal 
post and kicked off to Yale, Mareha!! send- 
ing the ball against the wind duwn to 
Yale's 15-yard line. Sheviin caught it and 
ran seven yards, when he was thrown by 
Mills, Harvard's gigantic left end Yale 
made one short rush and then punted and 
Reifferty tackled Maxghall, the Harvard 
quarterback, in the middle of the field, 
Harvard's same offensive game, with the 
tackles back, carried the ball by steady 
knife-like plunges through Yale's gigantic 
rush line, 

The ball was carried steadily down. 
Mills, Graydon, Knowlton, Putnam and 
Kernan plunged headlong at the line and 
made four and five-yard gains. 

On the %-yard line Graydon plunged into 
Yale's center. The Yale captain was play- 
ing behind the line and as the famous 
fullback came through he wrested the ball 
from his arms. It was Yale's ball and 
Bowman punted. The ball safled far up in 
the afr and came down in Kernan's arms 
on Harvard's 20-yard line. An instant 
after the ball landed in Kernan's arms, 
before he could take a step forward, 
Yale's great end rush had dived headlong 
and thrown him to the ground. Cheers 
for Shevlin resounded all over the field. 

But the most sensational play of the 
game was yet to happen. 

To begin with, Glass’s fine defensive 
work prevented Harvard from gaining 
more than a few yards and Capt. Kernan 
punted to Yale's 40-yard line. Metcalf 
fumbled the ball and Bowman recovered 
it at Yale’s %-yard line. Then Yale's 
tackleback made two yards through Har- 
vard's left tackle. 


SPECTATORS BREATHLESS. 

Following this came the play which elec- 
trified the 30,000 spectators. It was the kind 
of a play by which the Yale captain had 
made his two touchdowns and won the 
game against Princeton a week ago. A 
tackleback play wae started at Harvard's 
right flank. Harvard's defensive backs were 
drawn over, and like a flash, Metcalf, 
Yale's right halfback, emerged through 
Harvard's left flank with two Yale men 
to interfere for them. ' 

The play was done so rapidly that no one 
realized what was to happen until Métcalf 
was half way to the goal line. The 70 
yards between the line of scrimmage and 
the Harvard goal line, seemed scarcely 
seven yards as the Yale halfback flashed 
over the chalk lines and fell, hugging the 
ball behind the goal post. 

Bowman kicked another goal, and the 
score was 12 to 0 in favor of Yale. This was 
the last score Yale made in the first half. 

The play by which Metcalf was shot 
through Harvard's left flank in a clear 
fif@id and the play by which the Yale's 
captain was shot through clear fiela in 
Princeton's game a week ago, is one of 
the greatest additions to the science of the 
modern offensive game. 

The play was anything but a fluke. It wag 
deliberately planned and executed with a 
precision and & mastery of circumstances 
which is seldom seen, even among the 
greatest teams which have played foot- 
ball. 

Avain the Harvard team somewhat crest. 
fallen, but still determined ran out to the 
center of the field and Marehal!l kicked off 
to Yale's 10-yard line. Yale, encouraged by 
the lead which ehe had, swept down the 
field. Goss, her right guard, ran §% yards 
through the line with half the Marvard 
team on his back. It was a great exhibi- 
tion of line plunging. 


RAN THIRTY YARDS. 

Glass was shot out of Harvard's left fank 
in just the same play on which Metcalf 
had made his touchdown. The Yale cap- 
tain ran 30 yards, with no one to stop him, 
with the Harvard captain hot at his heels. 
It almost looked Uke another ‘touchdown 
for Yale. Marshall, who was playing down 
the field for Harvard, crouched tike a pan- 
ther as the Yale man came swinging down 
upon him. He dove and struck the Yale 
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started from, because the Yale line had 
held. 

It was Harvard's ball, and with half the 
field to go Harvard men started out for 4 
touchdown. Knowlton made three yards 
through Yale's left tackle and Graydon 
made two more at the same place. Then 
Knowlton was sent through Yale’s right 
tackle for two yards, Putnam took the ball 
and started out for one of Harvard's fam- 
ous end plays. He made five yards around 
Yale's right end. 

The playing grew fiercer and fiercer. 
Glass, Goss and Holt of Yale were fighting 
like wild men to stop the flerce attacks of 
the Harvard team. But Harvard's perfect 
offensive work was apparently irresistible. 

Four men in a line would hit Glass and 
the Yale giant was at a loss what to do. 
Graydon on one of these plays was jammed 
three yards through the center. Putnam 
of Harvard was hurt and time was called. 
After a minute's delay Putnam was helped 
on his feet anti pluckily resumed the 
game. 
WENT THROUGH CENTEB. 

Then the Harvard captain took the ball 
and surrounded by Harvard's fast and 
heavy rushers, went three yards through 
the center. Knowlton carried the ball two 
yards further and then Graydon made three 
more by a flerce dive over the Yale cen- 
ter. The ball was on Yale's 40-yard line, ana 
in spite of the lead of 12 points, which the 
Yale team had, Harvard supporters seemed 
confident that the magnificent team would 
score against the blue. 

Knowlton tried Yale’s center again, but 
the mighty Glass fought his Way into the 
center of the Harvard team, and fiinging 
his strong arms around the Harvard tackle, 
dragged him by sheer strena'h down to the 
ground. Then Graydon, the Harvard full- 
back, tried and went three yards. The ball 
was on Yale's 24-yard line. Marshall, Har- 
vard’s quarterback, waved his arme to the 
Harvard bleachers to stop cheering. 

But, ike a wild shout of defiance, Yale's 
cheer rang out from 15,000 loyal throats on 
the other side of-the field. Then there was 
silence and Gray@on plunged into the cen- 
ter. Holt stopped him and the whole Yale 
team dove headlong into the play and 
fought back Harvard's rushes. On the next 
pinay Graydon gained the distance. 

Then Mills went through Yale's right 
tackle for two yards. The stillnees which 
hung over the field was oppressiva. The 
cheering had long since died out. It seqmed 
that %,000 people realized that this was 
the crucial point of the game. Harvard 
by a magnificent exhibition of strenNth and 
speed was carrfing the ball relentlessly to- 
wards Yale's goal. 

The question in every mind was, would 
Harvard soore. If she covld the game 
might vet be hers. 

MAGNIFICENT PLUNGS. 

Graydon again made a magnificent plunge 
Into the center, which was met by Glass 
and Holt and Kinney and the Yale backs 
plunged into the play behind the line. But 
the terrific Harvard offense pushed the 
famous fullback of Harvard for four yards. 
Kernan failed to gain on a delayed pass, 
but Graydon again was given the ball by 
Quarterback Marshall and he landed just 
over Yale's 15-yard line. All that could 
be heard was the crash as the two lines 
met each other. The great Harvard full- 
back wae at his best and in two more plays 
he landed on Yale's 9yard line and it was 
first down. 

The Yale team were fighting under the 
shadows of their goal-post, and fighting as 
desperately as any Yale team ever fought. 
Here Harvard fumbled, but Sugden, the 
crimson center rush, fell on the ball. Har- 
vard still] had the ball, but had lost the 
down. Then Graydon was sent to the cen- 
ter, but the Yale team, with Glass, Goss 
and Kinney, and the others, stood their 
ground and not an inch did the great full- 
back gain. 

Again amid deathlike silence the play was 
tried and the lines clashed, fell over to- 
wa rdthe Yale goal line and then fell back 
and it was Yale’s ball on downs. The 
game was won for Yale and lost for Har- 
vard. Harvard's best was not equal to 
Yale's best, and from the cheers which 
broke like’ a mighty avalanche long held 
back, but at last let loose, from the Yale 
stand, it seemed that ell Yale realized that 


the game was theirs. 
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Then Putnam ran seven yards around Raf- 
ferty’s end. A yard was gained tn Yale's 
center, but Harvard fumbled and it was 
Yale's ball on her 20-yard line. Kinney was 
hurled four yards through Harvard's left 
flank. Yale tried to delay pass but could 
not gain, Chadwick made three yards on 
a straight plunge through left tackle. Bow- 
man punted to Marshall on Harvard's 50- 
yard line, but Shevlin, Rafferty, Kinney and 
Hogan prevented the great Harvard quar- 
terback from making any run. Harvard 
tried a fake play and lost seven yards, 
Capt. Chadwick of Yale tackling Capt. 
Kernan of Harvard that distance behind 
the Harvard line Then Kernan attempted 
to get around Shevlin’s end, but Sheviin 
and Kimney nailed him. Warvard was 
forced to punt. Metcalf caught the ball on 
Yale’s 25-yard line and ran back to Yale's 
45-yard line. Bowman was injured and 6 
minutes were taken out in attempting to 
render the Yale fullback fit to go on with 
the game. At the end of that time he was 
helped to his feet and went into the game, 

Metcalf skirted the Harvard left end 
for ten yards and then Chadwick cut in 
between right end and tackle for 12 yards 
more before the Harvard tackles who had 
hold of him could down him, and time was 
called for the second half, with the ball in 
Yale’s possession just three yards beyond 
the center of the field. 

When the teams came on the field for the 
second half Bowman was out of Yale's 
line up. Hs had been hit by some one’s 
knee in the head and was unable to see 
clearly enough to play the game

GLASS PLAYED WELL. 

Glass and Joss had played a magnificent 
game in ths center for Yale, and Holt’s 
passing had been absolutely perfect. Holt 
had also outplayed the Harvard center, as 
had been expected, Yale's tackles, Hegan 
and Kinney, were playing a star gamé. 
and s0 were the Yale ends, Rafferty and 
Shevlin. But it was behind the iines. 

The little Reekwell was well playing a 
wonderful game. His genoralship was fully 
equal to that of the veternn Harvard quar- 
terback, and he was mixed up in every 
play that he signaled. 

Yale’s rushes gained more after they 
were down than before. The runner weuld 
be tackled and then Glass would pick him 
up and elit along for a further distance. 
Yaile’s team work on the offensive in this 
respect wus magnificent from big Glass 
down to little Rockwell. 

Every man was in every play from first 
to last and every man was playing a fault- 
less game. Yale's condition was splendid 
and her plaers outclassed Harvard. For 
the second half the Harvard team showed 
the effects of the etrenuous strain that had 
been on them, and gradually wore down 
before Yale's flerce attacks. The second 
half was marked by faster ground gain on 
the part of Yale for this reason. 

Yale rushed twice over the goal line. 
<inney and Glass made magnificent gains 
and all the Yale linemen and 
backs were § in form they seemed 
to have no difficulty in making 
their distance. Harvard made one stand 
which staved off for a few miputcs the 
last touchdown, but that was all. 
Yale team had outplayed and worn down 
the Harvard team and although Capt, 
Kernan made as game a struggle as any 
losing captain ever did, his team was beat- 
en and he could do nothing to stem the 
tide of defeat.

Its north and south extremes 
are bordered by forks of the Canadian 
river, and its fixed prairie and woodland 
area is conceded to be one of the most 
beautiful garden spots of the Indian Ter- 
ritory. Gince 186, the Seminoles have held 
undisputed citizenship under their own 
chief or governor and have lived in a man- 
ner according to ther own tastes and in- 
clinations, but have gradually d@iminishe. 
in number, that is in the pure Seminole 
strain, but have sustained their numerical 
number owing to the increase of the 
negro élement with which they are inter- 


mixed. 

When transferred to the Indian Territory 
the Seminoles were slave owners, and at 
the close of the war all negroes at that 
time in the possession of the Seminoles 
were given tribal rights or head rights with 
the Seminoles. The present population of 
the Seminole nation is about 2700. This 
does not include the white settlements of 
the Seminole nation, which are gradually 
on the increase under a system of six-year 
land leasing, which, recently was put into 
effect, by the department of the interior. 

About one-third of the population of the 
Seminole country is negro population. The 
mixed. bloods are a hardy and progressive 
people, industriously cultivating the soil 
or engaged in stock raising, at which Iat- 
ter occupation many have become quite 
wealthy. 

The capital of the Seminole nation is 
Wewoka, recently opened to genera! white 
settlement in a lot drawing or distribution.

On the whole, Undehs oink tltatiath thie Sait 
dent is often cruelly hampered, while an 
English prime minister remains free and 
untrammeled, the greater power and re- 
sponsibility must be admitted to remain 
with the Presilent. He may not be able 
to do quite so much or act so easily at any 
given moment, but what he does cannot be 
overridden, and no wave of unpopularity 
can suddenly drive him from power. 

Which is the better system it is not very 
profitable to inquire. For ourselves we 
should say that the presidential system 
suits the Americans better, that of a prime 
minister the British. Hach people will pre- 
fer their own system, and they will no 
doubt be right, for in each case they have 
learned to accommodate themselves to its 
workings. The Americans have the ad- 
vantages of rigidity, we those of elasticity. 
Still the fact remains that on the balance 
of consideration the greatest office of power 
in the world is that of the 
President of the United States. Though 
his powers are limited, he has a security of 
tenure and an originating and independent 
authority of which no one can deprive 
him. During his four years of office he can 
on many points say without an “‘if,” “I 
will do this or that.”’ 

The British prime minister has always to 
say, ‘I will do this or that if I can keep the 
confidence of the majority of the House of 
Commons." The absence of that “‘if’’ gives 
to the President of the United States a 
sense of independent authority which does 
not belong to a prime minister.

COMPETITION, MONOPOLY AND JOY. 


Judge Gary, chairn,an of the Steel Trust's executive commit- 
tee, declares in an interview published in Friday’s Post-Dispatch 
that ‘‘no large industry can last in America unless it is founded 
on the basis of competition.” 

The judge says that the Steel Trust is an example. “There is 
a tremendous competition going on all the time between our va- 
rious mills, a friendly, good-natured rivalry, but none the less 
eager.”’

‘The first element 
of strength which the United States Steel Corporation has is in 
its possession of raw products. We own 70,000 acres of Cornells- 
ville coal and practically the whole supply of the world.” 

The trust owns the world’s supply, but this isn’t monopoly. 
O dear no, its the sharpest kind of competition. 

The company also owns 50,000 acres of Pocahontas coal. ‘“‘These 
two coals beat the world for cheapness and quality.”” Then there 
are a few more exclusively owned raw products, but not a single 
elemont of monopcly. They are only elements of strength. 

Consumers will cheerfully pay 
the cost of the tremendous competition going on among the 
trust mil'a if they can be assured of a continuous supply of joy 
from the chairman of the executive committee.

PROBATION OFFICER'S REPORT, 

The report of Probation Officer Horchert, read before the Mis- 
siuri State Conference of Charities and Corrections at Sedalia, 
contains ample evidence of the usefulness of this work and points 

the way for its extension and improvement. 

During the period July 1, 1901, to July 1, 1902, 1113 children under 
16 years of age were arrested in the city of St. Louis. 

Of the entire number of arrests only 46 per cent came before 
the courts, the remaining & per cent being released for lack of 
evidence or want of prosecution. | 

The character of this work may be inferred from the fact that 
‘petit larceny and disturbing the peace make up half the cases. 
There were 55: arrests for these two offenses. An inspection of 
the table goes to show that the offenses, nominally serious, are 
those which all children are prone to commit, and they consti- 
tute the vast majority. Correction and wise guardianship rather 

' than punishment seem to be the proper remedy in most of these 
‘cases. 

Mr. Horchert reports a healthy and humane interest in this 
work everywhere save in the Court of Criminal Correction, where, 
“from the very beginning, the judge has shown a hostile spirit.” 

The report should be studied to the end that the law may be 
strengthened and improvements suggested by experience adopted,

ESTABLISHMENT OF ONE. 


ITS SEAT TO BE IN ROME 


Members Are to Devote Their Entire 
Time and Energy to Scriptural 
Research. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Following are 
excerpts from the Pope's encyclical on the 
Study of the scriptures, just received in 
Washington: 

“In order that our purpose may be more 
easily and abundantly realized, we have 
now determined upon adding a new and au- 
thoritative aid for this end. In view of the 
complexity of modern studies and the mani- 
fold errors which prevail, it has become im- 
possible for individual interpreters of the 
holy books to explain and defend them as 
the needs of the hour require. It has, there- 
fore, become necessary that their common 
Studies should receive assistance and direc- 
tion under the auspices and guldance of the 
Apostolic See. 


_ “We think this can be done ty adopting 
in this matter the same plans we have fol 
lowed in promoting other atudles. We are, 
therefore, pleased to establish a species 
of council or commission, es it ia ¢c>mn.only 
called, of serious men whose duty it will be 
to devote their entire energy ~o laeure that 
the divine words may receive that more 
minute explanation of ier demanded 
the times and may be not only uwreserved 
free from all taint of error, but even raised 
above rash opinions. 

“The fitting seat for such a council is 
Rome, under the very eyes of the supreme 
pontlfy himself, that inasmuch as the city 
is the mistress and cuardiiun of Chriseian 
wisdom, s0 the teaching of this necessary 
doctrine may flow from its center, sound 
and incorrupt, throughout the whole body 
of the Christian republic. 

In order that the meu composing this 
council may collectively fulfill the most 
serious and honorable of duties, they have 
for their especial guidance the following 
principles: 

‘First of all, they will certainly investi- 
gate the modern trend of thought in this 
branch of study and regard nothing dis- 
covered by modern research as’ fore gn to 
their .purpose, nay, they will use the ut- 
most diligence and Rromptituce in taking 
up and promoting their writings what- 
ever may from day to day be discovered 
useful for biblical exegesis. Thus they 
will pay great attention to philology with 

kindred subjects, and carefully follow 
their developments. Immediately attacks 
break out on the sacred scriptures, we 
must look for weapons to prevent. the 
a from going down in a contest with 

or. 

“So, too, we must look to the study of 
the anctent oriental languages and = the 
knowledge of the codices, especially of the 
earliest codices, in order that they be not 
held in less estimation by us than by those 
who are not with us, for both these 
branches are of great moment in the stud- 
les in quostion. 

“Next, with regard to the uncompromis- 
ing maintenance of the authority of the 
Scriptures, they must exercise earnest care 
and diligence. They must work especially 
to prevent among Catholics the prevalence 
of that objectionable mode of thinking and 
acting which attributes undue weight to 
the opinions of the heterodox, almost as 
though the true knowledge of Scripture 
were to be s t principally in the show 
of erudition made by those who do not be- 
long to us. 

“In matters of faith and morals, relating 
to the formation of Christian doctrine, that 
must be held to be the true sense of sacred 
Scripture which has been and is held by 
the hely mother church, to whom it be- 
longs to judge the true sense and the in- 
terpretations of the holy Scripture; and so 
no one may lawfully interpret holy Scrip- 
ture contrary to this sense, or even in oppo- 
oe to the unanimous consensus of the 
athers.”’

nified office being a full-blood named Hul- 
putta, who succeeded Brown. 

The Seminole Nation, as stated before, is 
a mixed prairie and woodland country, 
watered by numerous streams.At various 
points there is natural scenery of surpass- 
ing beauty to be found in the Nation, one 
of which is a natural bridge located about 
20 miles south of Wewoka, the capital, and 
about eight miles west of the country 
home of ex-Gov. Brown. 

The dissolution of the tribal relations of 
the Seminoles will throw open to settlement 
something like 260,000 aores of land, 80 per 
cent of which has been pronounced by the 
government appraisers as arable land, A 
fine quality of building stone is found in 


the Nation and there are many indications 
of oil and gas, which up to the present time 
have, of course, not been developed, owing 
to the existing conditions, 


The Seminoles have many curious cus- 
tome, among which are their elections. The 
above picture shows how at the recent 
election of King Hulputta the selection of 
the favorite candidate was made. At an 
early hour, usually about sunrise. the In- 
dians gather at Wewoka, the capital, and 
on the candidate’s name being called those 
who favor one line up on one side of the 
acting chief, and those who favor the other 
candidate line up on the other side. Wher 
the roll has been called and the line of vot- 
ers has been completed, three counters 
make the count of the lines, and the can- 
didate having the longest string receives 
the office. The naming of the candidates 
is done at Indian primaries much in the 
manner of his white brother. 

At the recent council of the Seminoles 
and the enumeration of citizens of the Sem- 
inole nation a segregation was made of a!! 
land, which will give each Indian citisen 
from 60 to ™0 acres according to the val- 
ue of the land allotted. Forty acres of 
each allotment is reserved to the allottee 
as a homestead, the balance of his land he 
may dispose of at will. It is safe to say 
that before another year elapses the Semi- 
noles will pass from history as a nation. 

An instance of the occasional ambition 
found among the Seminoles is fllustrated 
in a curtous incident. Several years ago a 
Seminole mulatto by the name of Louise 
Bruner went to a physician at Wewoka 
and wanted him to educate her. Her 
parents were much opposed to her receiv- 
ing any education, but on the insistence of 
the girl the doctor took her Hast and gave 
her a few advantages, not hoping to aoc- 
complish any great results. Little by little 
loulee learned and the more she learned 
the more ambitious she became, and by 
dint of hard work managed to acquire ad- 
ditional help and graduated at a oolored 
school in Raleigh, 8. C., and later at the 
conservatory of music in Boston. On com- 
pleting education, several years ago, 
she returned to Wewoka, where she 
opened a private school for Indian and 
colored children and has met with such

Wewoka, the capital of the Seminoles, ts 
a growing city, with a present population 
of about 1000. It is the seat of the terri- 
torial court and has been designated by the 
department of the interior as the perma- 
nent seat of government of the Seminole 
nation at present, and its county seat 
when it may become a county. The open- 
ing up of Wewoka as a deed townsite is 
attracting widespread attention and it Is 
more than likely that in another 12 months 
the scene of the trading posts and Indian 
outfitting point will be a city of several 
thousand people rapidly becoming, as other |

WOMAN HAD GREAT BEAUTY 


en 


She Was First Married at the Age of 
22 to a Wealthy Sugar Planter 
in America. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright, 1902, by the Press Publishing Co.) 
PARIS, Nov. 22.—Investigation into the 

causes of death of the beautiful young 
American woman, Mrs. Nellie Gore, in the 
apartments of the rich and talented Rus- 
sian singer, De Radzewski, have failed to 
lift the mystery of the tragedy. 

Mrs. Gore's identity has been fully es- 
tablished, however. She was born in Can- 
ada, lived in southern California, married 
and lived in Mexico and came here from 
New York a few months ago. Whether 
her death was the result of suicide, mur- 
der or an accident, is still in doubt. 

De. Radzewaki remains in the custody of 
the police and his friends are not permu- 
ted to see him. 

Consul-General Gowdy assigned a mem- 
ber of his staff to attend the autopsy ana 
take notes of the condition of the body. 
This representative reported that the bul- 
let, which vassed entirely through the 
head, had not been found. 

Mrs. Gore made the acquaintance of De 
Radzewski shortly after she came to Paris 
in August. She is described as an unusy- 
ally beautiful woman who dressed in ex- 
cellent taste and poesessed great charm of 
manner. She became a pupil of Mcszow- 
eki, the famous composer, while De 
Radzewski was a pupil of Jean Lassalle, 
the baritone of the Grand Opera. 

M. Lassalle has undertaken to champion 
his pupil's interest and has retained two 
leading lawyers to defend him. Lassalle 
says the murder theory is untenable, as 
De Radzewski is of a tender, sympathetic 
disposition and incapable of deeds of vio- 
lence. 

Information that is considered valuable 
by the police has been furnished by Vincent 
Toledo, director of a prominent piano estab- 
lishment on the avenue De L’Opera. He 
says Mrs. Gore was introduced to him 
through letters from musical] friends. in 
New York. She was most charming and 
vivacious and devoted to music. She had 
traveled during the early summer over the 
continent, and took music lessons {in Vi- 
enna from a master. Returning to Paris 
last August, she asked to be recommended 
to a master of the highest rank. Moszkow- 
ski was chosen. She studied with great 
ardor and took part in several musicales. 
Moszkowski said of her death: 


“I cannot believe that Mrs. Gore has 
committed suicide. She was of the hap- 
plest disposition. I never saw the least 
evidence of melancholy. She was deeply 
Interested in her work and gave much 
promise as a musician. It was her plan 
after completing her musical education to 
return to America. Last Tuesday I re- 
ceived a note from her saying that she 
was suffering from indisposition. I did not 
know anything concerning her private 
life.’’ 

M. Toledo said that he had an engage- 
ment to escort Mrs. Gore to the theater 
Wednesday, the night of her death. He 
was horrified to learn of her death. 

The family of Dr. Buttner, an American 
dentist, had been intimately acquainted 
with Mrs. Gore and her husband when 
they lived in Mexies City. Dr. Buttner 
said Gore had become wealthy through 
land speculations and built “Gore Court,” 
an apartment house, in the fashionable 
section of Mexico City. Thé Gores had do- 
mestic troubles which led to a separation, 
but not a divorce, and Mrs. Gore began 
traveling to perfect her musical edueation. 
Gore, after, the separation, shared his 
income with Ms wife, and Mrs. Gore had 
ample means, . 

It js said here that Mrs. Gore first mar- 
ried, at the age of 22, a wealthy sugar 
planter named Sanches. He was brutal and 
jealous and, after much unhappiness, she 
obtained a divorce.

THIEF UNNOTICED IN CROWD 


HE JUMPED INTO VEHICLE AND 
DROVE IT AWAY. 


Notified in Two Minutes, Police and 
Postal Authorities Could Not Find

CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—The Chicago Post- 
office was robbed of probably $10,009 tonight, 
in a most daring manner. The robber made 
his escape without leaving any clew:to his 
identity. 

Two mail sacks, containing the money, 
which had just been picked up from two 
of the down town sub-stations, were left in 
an unprotected wegon in front of the Ma- 
sonic Temple, while the mail carrier went 
into the building to gather mail that had 
accumulated. there. 

The carrier was gone only a moment, 
but when he returned his horse and wagor 
had disappeared. While the carrier had 
been in the building the robber, who evi- 
dently had been waiting his opportunity, 
had jumped into the rig and driven away. 

The street was full of people at the time, 
but no one seems to have noticed the 
thief. The two mall sacks, cut open and 
rifed of their contents, were found fully 
a mile from the scene of the robbery..The 
horse and rig were found two miles further 
west, where the robber had left them stand.

The police and federa) authorities were 
notified less than two minutes after the 
robbery took place, but no trace of the 
robber has been secured.

ROAD ENGINE WAS ABDUCTED 


Sheriff Bradford Invaded University 
Campus and Arrested Students, 
Causing General Turmoil. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Nov. 22.—Prosecuting 
Attorney J. H. Murry-1s securing evidence 
against the students of Missouri University 
engaged in the riot Friday night with a 
view to prosecuting. This is the first time 
that the county officials have ever taken 
action against the. students, and serious 
developments are expected. 

The most serious offense charged against 
the students is an assault on Sheriff Frank 
Bradford of Boone County and Dr. H. J. 
Waters, dean of the State Agricultura! Col- 
lege. 

The students, while celebrating the vic- 
tory of the Missouri Tigers over Iowa Uni- 
versity Friday, captured a road engine and 
dragged it to the campus. Sheriff Bradford 
followed the crowd and violated an unwrit- 
ten law of the students by arresting one 
of them on the campus. The campus, ac- 
cording to college tradition, is sacred 
ground on which they say the officers have 
no right to intrude unless a criminal offense 
has been committed. 

The sheriff was at once surrounded by 
an angry crowd, demanding the release of 
the prisoner. In company with Dr. Wa- 
ters, he was forced to take refuge in the 
office of the latter in the Agricultural Col- 
lege bullding. 

The students bombarded the building with 
stones and other missles and while at the 
telephone summoning help from the police 
station the sheriff was struck several 
times by stones and other missiles thrown 
through the window. The police dispersed 
the mob after a rough encounter, in which 
revolvers were drawn by both officers and 
students and several shots fired in the air. 

Sherif!’ Bradford stated the charges 
against the students to Attorney Murry to- 
day and introduced as evidence a collec- 
tion of stones, bricks and fragments of 
sewer pipe with which he said he was bom- 
barded while with Dr. Waters in the agri- 
cultural building.

Right of Organization to Make 
Contracts Will Be 
Maintained. 


PEACE OFFER INCLUDES THIS. 


NEGOTIATIONS CANNOT PROCEED 
EXCEPT ALONG THIS LINE. 


Commission Will Pass Finally on 
Agreement, If One Is Made, and 
Will Make It Basis of Report. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SCRANTON, Pa., Nov. 22.—The proposed 
settlement of the struggle between the an- 
thracite coal mine owners and their em- 
ployes by mutual agreement, the terms of 
which were sent to New York for the con- 
sideration of the anthracite railroad presi- 
dents and the independent operators is as 
follows: 

A 10 per cent increase in the pay of min- 
ers working by contract or piece; all coal 
to be weighed. 

An increase of 5 per cent in the wages 
of men working by the day; a day to con- 
sist of nine hourg instead of ten hours, 

A reduction of the length of the working 
day for firemen, engineers and pumpmen 
from 12 to 8 hours. 

A trade agreement providing for the ad- 
justment of future differences in which 
the function of the union will be directly 
or indirectly recognized. 

No settlement can be made that does 
not admit the right of the miners to pre- 
gent their grievances and make their agree- 
ments through their organization. 

It is a mistake to say that the operators 
have surrendered,or that their present at- 
titude is due to fear that a continued in- 
vestigation by the present arbitration com- 
mittee might disclose deadly information 
respecting their earnings or their methods 
of doing business. 

Neither Mr. Mitchell nor any other of the 
responsible officials of the miners’ union 
believes that. 


BOTH SIDES TIRED. 
The truth is that both sides to the con- 
troversy saw that it would take months 
to thresh out the inquiry in the regular 


way. 

Hoth were desirous of shortening the 
work and coming to an agreement regard- 
ing the average of wages paid in the past 
and other Toate. to establish which by de- 
tailed evidence would involve enormous and 
protracted labor. 

The proposition for settling the whole 
controversy mutual agreement came 
originally from Mr. Wilcox, counsei for the 
Delaware & udson Co. This company 
offered an advance of 10 per cent today, 
and there are some who belleved that its 
attitude presented a serious difference in 
the policies of the opecey rs.

OMEBODY said once that if a game 
S is worth playing at all, it fe worth 
playing with all your mind, body 
and soul. It is good advice. You may not 
take the matter very seriously, because it 
és play: but the successful man plays just 
as hard as he works, thereby not only 
eetting all the more rest by the greater 
but doing both hie work and play 
‘well. With the game under consideration, 
however, the trouble has been that in all 
the furor most people have failed to re- 
alize that it is a sport with immense pos- 
sibilities and that great skill is as neces- 
eary on the little green wood tourt as on 
the big green grase one, We sit down and 
eat a big dinner, and then in our decol- 
lete gowns and our dinner coats go at it, 
hammer and tongs, suddenly becoming 
very warm and quite as suddenly taking 
cold. You would not think of playing lawn 
tennis in a white satin gown, or in a dress 
suit and a stiff shirt. And yet simply be- 
cause the game is indoors and on a little 
table you come to believe that there is 
no heating exercise in it. As a matter of 
fact, the nervous strain of ping-pong, se- 
riously played, ts quite as groat as that of 
lawn tennis; and it is the nervous strain 
that causes much of the heating. 

In the ‘Irst place, then, think It over, 
and if you will not take my advice, fol- 
low yeur own good reasoning and never 
play immediately after eating, nor unless 
you are dressed for it as vou would @®ess 
for the outdoor tennis. To the average 
ping-ponger that sounds foolish, and the 
anewer is, no dcubt, that the game never 
would be played if it were not played in 
this after-dinner fashion.

’ ‘The best wood is ash, about one-fourth 
fpch thick. This makes a good racket, 
extremely strong, and one that is as good 
for defense as attack. It is also compara- 
tively light, which, in my opinion, is a 
Sreat advantage. 

There are reveral different kinds of balls 
on the market, although the majority of

The service naturally calls for treatment 
It is most important that a player 
should become proficient in serving, as 
although it is impossible to win by means 
of the service alone & is quite possible to 
lose a match from weak or inaccurate 
serving. 

IIL. 

Not only must a player be able to serve 
fast and slow balls, but he must be able to 
impart top spin and cause a break to either 
side. 


Every one is recommended to acquire all, 


the different strokes described below. The 
illustrations, which are from photographs, 
will teach a player far more than the let- 
terpress. 


Standing some three or four feet behind 


the end of the tablé and leaning slightly 
forward (see illustration 2) throw the ball 
up a little way so that it can be hit from 
about a foot or a foot and a half in front 
of the body. The racket must swing from 
as far behind as possible so that it is trav- 
eling very rapidly when it hits the ball. 
The face should be parallel with the net, 
and the moment the ball is touched the 
racket must be drawn sharply upwards. 
The grip of the India rubber spikes on the 
ball imparts a tremendous top spin so that 
the ball shoots with great speed on touch- 
ing the table. As the effect of this stroke 
is first to lift the ball in the air and then 


to cause it to fall rapidly, the ball must. 


be struck so that without any upward pull 
it would hit the net about three inches 


from the top. A very slight movement of ~ 


the wrist will place this service to either 
side of the court. 

Another very effective and tremendously 
fast serivce is a backhand service from the 
right-hand side (see illustration 3) The 
racket is held at the end of the handle 
as shown there and is gripped very loosely 
so that ft swings easily backward and for- 
ward. The arm is held somewhat away 
from the body and the ball is hit with won- 
derful speed by the action of both wrist 
anc arm. Without constant practice it is 
difficult to serve with accuracy and without 
breaking the rule about the waist line. 

A most difficult service but one of the 
prettiest I know is that called in England 
a backhand ‘‘flick’’ service. It is purely a 
wrist action; the bal) travels very slowly 
over the net, but such top spin Is imparted 
that it is most difficult for an opponent to 
take it with any effect, the ball traveling 
so fast after hitting the table. 

Stand as near to the table as possible 
without tranegressing the rule and, leaning 
well forward, let the racket hang down as 
shown in {fllustration 4; drop the bail an 
inch or two and hit it by swinging the 
racket upwards by a turning of the wrist 
only, without moving the arm forward. The 
stip of the surface of the racket will cause 
the ball to rise over the net, spinning 
rapidly. 

Another service for occasional use is the 
screw back. The racket is held so that its 
surface is parallel with the floor or even 
slightly away from the table, and the bal! 
ig hit underneath, causing it to revolve in 
exactly the opposite way to the topspin 
service just described. Illustration & shows 
the way in which this ts managed. The 
great objection to this service, however, is 
the height to which the ball has to be hit 
to make it travel over the net with suf- 
ficient bottom spin. 

All these serivces can be made to break 
to either side by drawing the racket @light- 
ly across the ball to one side or another at 
the same time that top or bottom spin is 
imparted. The above are merely a few 
of the chief services. Players wil! soon 
discover variations of them that wil! eult 
their individual pecullarities. Variety is 
the ret of success at ping-pong as at 
all games. Therefore learn the half-volley 
as well as to drive from the back, to play 
backhanded as well as forehanded, to screw 
back as well as to impart top spin, to make 
the balls break to right or left. No one of 
the above is better than the others, but in 
the combination of the whole lies strength 

Bach individual stroke gains added power 
from the contrasts thet may be made by 
a skilful player. If every ball shoots any 
one can take them, but if the frst stroke 
shoots while the next breaks back it re- 
quires skill to take either. 

To po ate &® service from ¢ 
server sta some little wa 
table, slightly crouching, ay nai dean 
in position for a backhand stroke (see ji- 
lustration 6), and immediately in front of 
the body. It will be found possible to take 
almost any service from this position. 
One of the reasons for holding the racket 
in front of the body is that balis coming 
straight at one are the most difficult of any 
to return; therefore, it is as well to be 
ready for them. 

Should, however, a player have a partic. 
ularly dangerous service to any special 
part, it is as well to have the racket guara- 
ing that portion of your court and trust 
that his other series will not be too fast 
for you to move your racket across should 
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be used, owing to the body’s not being 
turned far enough round, the ball must 
be taken as low as possible in order to get 
the same top spin. : 

The natural direction of this drive, when 
the racket is held sideways, ts from right 
to left, or a ball can, after great practise, 
be driven straight down the table. Should 
a drive to the right be wanted the full 
face of the racket must be used. This 
stroke can be used as either a half volley 
er back stroke. Great accuracy and judg- 
ment are necessary should the half volley 
be used. So many things have to be allowed 
for when half volleying, the spin of the 
ball being the most important. The differ- 
ence between a ball that is cut back and 
one with top spin on ft {ts apparent to 
any one; and it fs not always possible to 
judge whether it is spinning or not from 
an opponent's stroke, as the spin on it de- 
pends on whether or not you yourself had 
imparted any in your previous stroke. 

I have had hard drives half volleyed by 
a player with a perfectly steady racket, 
sorew back over the net from the-top spin 
I had imparted in my previous stroke. 

The round-arm forehand drive is made 
with the ball a long way from the body, 
the arm being straight qut and the body 
square with the table. The etroke is not 
a whip up but the top spin is imparted 
by the ball’s being hit on the top with the 
racket facing the table at an angle of 
about 45 degrees, or even less. Tlustration 
8 shows the position of the body. It fs pos- 
sible by the action of the wrist alone to 
place the ball to any part of the court, 
the swing of the arm and body being the 
same wherever the ball is placed. This 
makes it a most effective stroke and one 
that can only be taken by a very expert 
player who watches the racket and ball 
rather than the body of an opponent. 

The backhand strokes are very similar 
to the forehand except that the racket has 
to swing across the body and that the 
amount of top spin which can be imparted 
by the action of thé arm is very much less 
than in‘the case of the forehand strokes. 
Illustrations 9 and 10 show the underhand 
and reund-arm backward drives similar to 
the forehand strokes described previously. 

The backward stroke by which the ball 
le ficked over the net by a twist of the 
wrist, with very little arm action, is the 
most difficult of all. It is practically the 
backhand wrist service brought into the

while the thumb, instead of being on the 
side of the face, is pressed on the face 
directly under the handle and as far down 
as possible (see illustration 11). The arm 
is stretched out in front of the body, which 
is slightly turned away from the table and 
bent forward so ds to a™ow arm and racket 
to be moved to either side of the table. 
The racket leans over toward the table at 
an angle of about 45 degrees, and the ball Is 
lifted over the net by an upward circular 
motion. The racket does not move out 
of its plane, but swings round with the 
wrist as a pivot. Illustration # shuws the 
commencement of the stroKe; No. 13 shows 
the pcsition of the wrist and racket di- 
rectly the bell is touched, while No. 16 is 
the position after the ball has been 
whipped over the net. The effect on the 
ball is most curious. It rises considerably 
above the table at the commencement of 
its flight, the upward pull of the racket 
causing this. But before it has traveled 
far the top spin, which is imparted par ex- 
Cellence by this stroké, makes lircelf felt, 
and its downward course is rapid. On hit- 
ting the table the speed of the ball is in- 
creased by the top spin’s causing the dali 
to shoot forward. The ball can be struck 
in this manner from any part of the court 
and by a very slight wrist movement it 
can be placed to either side or straight 
down the table. Balle falling directly op- 
posite the left shvulder and near the end 
of the table are the easiest to return in 
this manner. If the ball falls on the right- 
hund site I mostly prefer to use one of 
the forehand drives mentioned previously. 
It is possible to flick efther half volleys 
or high bouncing balls, In fact one rarely 
now kills a ball on the back hand without 
flicking it in this manner. The word flick 
has been used as most appropriately de 
scribing this stroke. The players who have 
managed to learn it properly could be num- 
bered on one hand. A Mr. Good was the 
first to discover it and he introduced the 
stroke to my notice some four months 
back. I was then playing with vellum, 
ang did not realize the full power of it 
until about a month ago, when I finally 
discarded the vellum racket in favor of 
the ift@dia -rubber covered one.

The next point is the position to be ger- 
erally taken up after the service has been 
successfully delivered. Before learning to 
play with rubber bats I used to stand mid- 
way between the side lines, as I found it 
easter to kill balls a medium distance from 
the body than efther close to or far away, 
Since taking to the rubber, however, I 
stand somewhat to the left hand side of 
the takle for the following reasons: All 
balls falling on the backhand are just in 
the right position for fitcking; balis 
straight down the table can be killed by 
the underhand Grive, while balls well on 
the right can be driven hard by the round- 
arm drive. 

V. 

Always, so far as it is possibile, antici- 
pate your opponent's intentions. In fact 
do more than that. It is frequently good 
policy to make a feint to a particular spot 
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to induce an adversary to-play to the oppo- 
site part of the court, which you are really 
guarding. 

At the commercement of a game take 
things quietly; stonewall if you like, until 
well set. Thon start hitting, gradually 
working up to the full power of your 
drives. Whatever happens don't slacken 
after you have once commenced to hit. «If 
you do you will be beaten absolutely. 
Nothing is harder than to play one’s 
proper game when things are going badly, 
and nothing distinguishes the really great 
player so much as his ability to play his 
proper game in cdverse circumstances. 

Don’t think from thia that I advise you 
to hit every ball. Nothing of the kind. 
What I say is, whether winning or losing, 
play the same style of game. Balls that 
should be hit hard, hit herd. Don't simply 
pat them back because you are behind and 
are afraid to lose a point. 

When an opponent gets back for a hard 
drive, if you have time try to send him a 
short screw-back. Nothing is more effect- 
ive or more difficult than this The aver- 
age player attempts to play it too short 
and the ball does not cross the net. 

Try to find out your opponent's weakest

CIGARETTE SALE IS INCREASING. 

HE tobacco dealers of St. Louls claim 

E that the cigarette habit is growing 

instead of decreasing. They state 

that while a few years ago only a small 

portion of their cases was given to cigar- 

ettes that today that space has been in- 
creased several times. 

With the increase.in sale has come an 
increase of price. The Turk'sh cigarette 
ie the one most smoked in St. Louis at 
present. Physicians claim that it contains 
hacheesh, an East Indian opiate. 

According to the dealers the smallest 
number of cigarettes smoked by one per- 
son per day is 10, while tho largest number 
is more than 580. The nicotine in these 
cigarette is abeut 30 per cent.

[) lowing statements about nicotine 

and cigarettes for the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch. 

Tobacco owes its effect on the system to 
the alkaloids which it contains, Its most 
powerful. alkalojd is nicotine. Nicotine 
is a volatile body contained in the smoke 
of a cigarette. It is absorbed into the sys- 
tem through the mucous surraces of the 
mouth, nose, throat” and lungs, as. well as 
the stomach if the smoke is swallowed. 
Pure tobacco contains 2 to 8 per cent of 
nicctine. 

If one-sixteenth of a grain of nicotine was 
taken by a person he would experience in- 
tense burning in the eosophagus and stom- 
ach. Then the burning would spread all 
over his body. Giddiness, nausea and some 
vomiting would follow. The pulse would 
become rapid 2nd feeble, the breathing la- 
bored, the muscles weak, the hands and 
feet cold. Indications would be toward im- 
pending collapse. 

In one case on record a man took an un- 
known quantity of nicotine with suicidal 
intent. He dropped to the floor instantly 
insensible. He gave a deep sigh and was 
dead in about three minutes. 

The chief action of nicotine is on the 
nervous system, which it first stimulates if 
given in very minute doses, but afterwards 
depresses to an extreme degree. 

Besides depressing the nervous system 
the continued use of the cigarette dulls the‘ 
intellect, impairs the memory, weakens the 
will power and leaves a sense of uneasiness 
or dissatisfaction which can be relieved 
only by another cigarette. 

The so-called tobacco heart of the cig- 
arette fiend is due to the depressing effect 
of the nicotine on the nervous system 
mechanism of the heart. 

Therapeutists class nicotine as a poison. 
It is a colorless, transparent, volatile liquid 
with a strong tobacco-like odor and a per- 
sistent burning taste. It is soluble in 
water. The yellow mark on the fingers of 
cigarette smokers is due to the. chemical 
action of the nicotine upon the outer layer 
of the skin.

The table shows that the average efficiency of the average boy who had 
never used cigarettes was about 95 percent—that is, of 100 such boys as the 
20 examined 95 would probably acquirea good education. 

On the other hand, only 6 of 100 cigarette smokers could hope to battle 
successfully against the mental inefficisncy produced by the habit. 
dition the following peculiarities were noted among the smokers: 
boys who had poor memories 10 were very poor, and no one of the entire 20 
had what could be classed as a good memory. 

Only one of the 20 was good in deportment and one was fair, while of 
the remaining 18, who were slow,sevenwere in constant disgrace. Six of the 
12 boys who were found in poor physical condition suffered from severe sick 
spelis, while none of the 20 was in excellent health. 

Every point in the comparison was so carefully taken that there was ab-

HREE weeks is long erough for professional trainers to reform a wild horse, 
descended from four centuries of savage ancestors, into a civilized and city 


trained driver or saddle animal. 


Headquarters for the business are at St. Paul and Sioux City, w hither the horses 
are brought by the trainload from Idaho, Wyoming, Montana, Colorado and the 


Dakotas. 


Hither, too, come the buyers from all over the West, 


and the professional 


trainers, who have learned to take the wildest animals and soon break them in- 


to desirable carriage horses. 
WO-hundred and fifty carloads of 
fa horses sold at auction in 20 minutes 
is the record of a recent auction in 
Sioux City. Eight thousand horses received, 
sold and shipped away again in two days is 
a record made several times at both Sicux 
City and St. Paul's yards. i 


The development of the knotty little mus- 
tang of years ago, weighing 660 or 700 
pounds, into a 1050 to 120)-pound horse with 
go0d blood and style, has been accom- 
plished so quietly that few people realize 
what has been done, even of western peo- 
pie, 

The mustang unquestionably was a 4dl- 
rect descendant of the first horses brought 
to America by the Spanish adventurers of 
the early part of the sixtcenth century. 
Probably the horses that started the race 
were larger and shapelier; horsemen believe 
that in-brcieding degenerated the stock. 

Nobody seriously undertook making a 
good horse of the mustang till about % 
years ago. About that time range horsemen 
began turning out the best stallions with 
the croves of wild horses, and breeding for 
the new biood. 


The stallions soon went wild as the rest, 
for the veneer of civilization is very thin 
on a horse, and he reverts to savagery in 
short order. But the new generations of 
mustangs showed constant improvement. 
They are hardy. courageous, intelligent 
and reliable. If properly broken they com- 
bine excellent dispositions with plenty of 
spirit. But if broken by an ignoramus, 
your civilized mustang turns out either & 
spiritiess, hang-headed, slouch of a quqad- 
ruped, or else a regular equine devil, hating 
all men and fearing neither blacksnake nor 
branding iron.

Land League movement, which was des- 
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to exert such a marked influence on 
fortunes of the Irish people, and which 


was the foundation on which was built the 
United Irish League of today. 

That meeting is now historic, and it was 
the cause of some of the flercest political 
battles ever waged m the English Parlia- 
ment. The meeting was organized chiefly 
by Michael Davitt, Thomas Brennan, P. 
W. Nally, John O'Kane and several young 
Nationalists of the neighboring towns of 
Tuam and Claremorris. 

Mr, Davitt is called ‘‘The Father of tne 
Land League,” but he was not present at 
its first meeting at Irishtown. The principa] 
speaker was Johm O'Connor Power, then a 
member of Parliament for Mayo County, 
and afterwards a deserter from the ranks 
of the Irish Parliament party. 

Mr. Nally above fteferred to, and the son 
of 4 prospsrous land proprietor of that dis- 
trict, and one of the greatest all-round 
athletes in Hurope, was subsequently c@ai- 
victed of conspiracy to murder, on evidence 
manufactured by landlords and police, and 
died tn Mountjoy prison, where he was sent 
for a period of 10 years 

There was no more popular man in Con- 
nacht than Nally, and he was got rid of 
because he was a warm supporter of the 
people's rights, and an uncompromising foe 
of landlord miscule. He was independentiy 
wealthy, and his motives were entirely un- 
selfish. 

His countrymen, however, are not un- 
mindful of his worth, for a national monu- 
ment has been rajeed to his memory in the 
beautiful cemetary of Glasnevin, Dublin. 

Michael Davitt, *“The l’ather of the Land 
League,"’ was born at the little village of 
Straide, near Balla, in the County of Mayo 
in the ‘yeur 1846. 

At the age of 4 years his parents hed 
been evicted from their home for inability 
to pay rent. They then went to Lancashire, 
England, where Davitt went to work at the 
early age of 13. At this period of his life he 
met with an unfortunate accident by 
which he lost his right arm. 

When the attempted seizure of Chester 
Castle was made in 1867 he took part in it, 
although all he could do was to carry amu- 
nition to his friends. Three years later he 
was arrested in London, and on the evi- 
dence of an informer was convicted and 
sentenced to 15 years’ penal servitude. 

At the end of seven years and seven 
months he was released, broken in health 
but with an indomitable spirit. 

When the distress appeared in 1879 he 
was the first man to see the necessity for 
a national organization that should solidify 
the ranks of the people against the ra- 
pacity of landlordism. 

Shortly after the Irishtown meeting came 
the Miltown and Tuam meetings, which 
Davitt attended. It was at the latter place 
that he and his friends were termed ‘‘stroll- 
ers,’’ but this only spurred him to greater 
exertions on the part of the people. 

In the following sumer the Land League 
was organized on a more permanent basis, 
with offices at Middle Abbey street, Dub- 
lin. 

Thomas Brénnan—now of Omaha, Neb.— 
was the first secretary of the new organiza- 
tion, and Patrick Egan, ex-United States 
minister to Chill, was its first treasurer. 
At this time Mr. Egan was an extensive 
merchant in Dublin, but his connection 
with the Land League almost ruined him 
financially, and sent him with a good many 
others an exile to the United States.

Te Land League was a peaceful, const!- 
tutional movement, and relied on moral 
suasion altogether for its success. It was 
worried and harrassed on every possibile 
occasion by minions of the governmént; 
which was determined to break it up. Meet- 
ings, attended by thousands, were held in 
every section of the country. 

At the meetings the government was rep- 
resented by shorthand writers, who made 
a report.of the speeches for the benefit of 
the privy council at Dublin. The task of 
these note takers was sometimes difficult. 
In the County Galway especially, one man 
named Patrick Fury caused them a lot of 
trouble. 

Fury was an indifferent speaker in Eng- 
lish, but in the good old Gaelic tongue he 
was a regular Demosthenes. When Fury 
commenced to speak the shorthand writer 
was obliged to stop, because he was un- 
able to report in Irish. It ever there was 
treason uttered it was by Fury, who de 
nounced English law in all the moods and 
tenses. 

He was afterwards arrested as a sus- 
pect and served a considerable period in 
prison. There was no charge against him 
—he was simply suspected and locked up. 

The Land League agitation in Ireland 
was the means of supplying the English 
language with a very sugestive word— 
boycott. 

Capt. Boycott Nved near Ballinrobe and 
was the agent of the Earl of Aran. 

He was considered one of the most ob- 
noxious land agents in the west of Ireland, 
and a novel means was adopted of curbing 
his tyranny. All his employes suddenly 
left him, his tenants refused to work for 
him. In a word he was isolated and os- 
tracised by all his neighbors. 

He brought a whole regiment of English 
troops to the district to help him out, but 
there was no law that could compel one 
man to speak to another, and the gallant 
captain, after a valiant and manly fight, 
succumbed to popular pressure and gave up 
the fight. He afterwards became quite 
popular, because the people admired his 
plucky fight and straightforward methods. 

The answer of the English government to 
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the cry of destitution that rang through- 
out Ireland ‘n 1879 was the usual one of 
coercion. In this year there were half a 
million recipients of charity in Ireland, but 
although the country was overtaxed sev- 
eral millions a year, yet no assistance came 
from across the channel to relieve the 
wants of the people. 

Coercion acts, such as they have in Ire- 
land, are unknown in any other land, They 
are of a most drastic character, some of 
them establishing martial law, many of 
them abolished trial by jury and transpor- 
tation, flogging and death were the ordinary 
sentences. 

Evictions on a large scale followed in the 
wake of coercion.. One example of a Gal- 
way eviction is described by an eye-wit- 
ness: 

“Two hundred and seventy persons were 
evicted from ctheir homes today. Neither 
the young, nor the old, nor the dying had 
been spared, and even after the evictions 
the tenants had been pursued with a fren- 
zied hate. 
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MINERS OF COAL 


ECENT statistics compiled by the 
R United States Geological Survey 

concerning the cod] miners in this 
country are of espectal interest at this 
time. 


The average number of men employed in 
1888 was 401,221, and they average 190 work- 
ing days during the year, producing 219,- 
974,667 short tons of coel, valued at $208,- 
000,850. 

In 1990, 448,651 mé@n, working 212 days, pro- 
duced 269,682,827 tons. 

In 1901, 684,544 men, working 216 days. pro- 
duced 293,298,516 tons, valued at $348.910,4¢9. 
The average price of coal increased from % 
cents a ton in 1898 to $1.19 in 1901. 

The increase in the number of workers 
in the anthracite mines in 12 years has been 
from 126,000 in 1890 to 145,309 in 1991, more 
than 15 per cent. During the same period 
the number ensaged in the bituminous 
mines has increased from 192.204 to 340,235, 
or a little more than 77 per cent. 

In the anthracite mines In 1899 the number 
of miners was 126,000 who, In 20 days, pro- 
duced 4,458,641 short tons, valued at $66, - 
383,72, the average production being 1.95 tons 
per man per day and 369 tons per man per 
year; im 1895, 142.917 men produced in 196 
days 57,999,337 short tons, valued at $282,- 
019.272, an average of 2.07 short tons per man 
per day and of 406 tons per man per year; 
in 199, 144.206 men working 166 days pro-

There is 
no way of getting any definite figures about 
bad orthography, but the proportion of men 
who do not know how to spell correctly is 
very great.” 

Columbia professors ascribe the deficiency 
in spelling to the lack of proper teaching 
in the lower schools, to carelessness, and 
to the disposition of students who intend 
to enter technical professions to specializs 
beforg they enter college.

ROFESSORS in the English depart- 
ment estimate that 10 per cent of the 
pupils are bad spellers. ““‘Weakness in 

spelling,’’ says Prof. Anson, “is a most com- 
mon and deplorable fault among the men 
who have come under my observation. 

“Modern metffods of teaching I hold re 
sponsible for the tendency to misspell. The 
old-time spelling book has largely gone out 
of use and in kindergartens children usu- 
ally are taught words without knowing that 
they are composed of letters. 

“The only way to learn spelling,’’ says 
Prof. Parrot, “is Dy writing down the 
words to be learned and by work in Eng- 
lish composition. 

“Proper spelling, of course, is all impor- 
tant for an educated man. When we re- 
ceive a letter with three or four words iIn- 
correctly spelled our opinion of the writer's 
culture is immediately lowered.”

MEMBER of theo faculty estimates 
A that the number of perfect spellers 

is less than 1 per cent of the stu- 
dent body, 64 per cent are ‘‘fair,”’ 30 per cent 
“bad” and 6 per cent “atrocious.” Many 
of the students, however, are foreigners 
and have been educated in foreign ian- 
guages. These constitute the vast major- 
ity of poor spellers. 

As to the cause of the deficiency, Prof. 
Maria Sanford says: “Weakness in spelling 
ie due in many cases to a lack of memory 
and to insufficient application. The only 
remedy is constant pructice and drill. It 
must be kept up after the student leads 
pare? a ae to the educated man in 
any walk of life is of absolute importance. 
If the student aces not know how to spell 
correctly he discounts all he knows % per 
cent. He should attend to it early and 
late. It should not be considered any great 
accomplishment to know how to spell cor- 
rectly. but it should be considered a great 
@isoredit not to know.”

The remedies prescribed are closer at- 
tention to spelling in the elementary 
achools, the cyltivation of the serving 
faculty and the training of the memory. 

“To spell badly,’’ eays the dcan, ‘is not 
of so much importance in a man’s educa- 
tion if that fact did not indicate other 
weaknesses as well. The man who spells 
ill usually thinks inaccurately, is often 
careless in far more important details than 
in orthography. Leaving out of account 
the weaknasses Indicated by bad spelling, 
we ordinarily expect an educated man to 
spell well, and many men have lost pres- 
tige and good positions simply because of 
inability to spell well For these reasons 
an ability to spell well is a fundamental 
part of an educated man’s equipment.” 


Cornell. 


CCORDING to President J. G. Schur- 
A man, the percentage of poor spellers 
in Cornell is not large. 

“IT have no reason to believe,” he says, 
“that the percentage of bad spelling is 
large, for spelling is always taken into ac- 
count in marking examination papers. 
There is no excuse for poor spelling on the 
part of any one, and tn an educated man ft 
is especially culpable, for it is the duty of 
such to spell correctly. I do not, however, 
consider correct spelling as an absolute es- 
sential to high culture and education, for 
I know some very distinguished and highly 
educated men who are markedly deficient 
in this regard. 


Massachusetts School of Technology. 


b« SHOULD not care to say what per- 
centage of the men there are bad 
spellers,” says Arlo Bates, professor 

of English, “but that percentage is large. 

“This condition arises from the modern 
system in our public schools, where chil- 
dren are made to study a great many things 
at the same time and where it has become 
the practice to try to teach in a way that 
shall be easy to the pupil. We start with 
the Kindergarten, trying to play the chil- 
dren into knowledge, and proceed along the 
line of least resistance. 

“The probability is that many who do 
not now spell properly would learn to do 
so if they had more time when itn the class 
at school. Deficiency in spelling can only 
be obviated by careful study. 

“As spelling is elemental jn the general 
scheme of instruction, so ft is an obvious 
index tc a man's education. A bad speller 
gives at once the impression that his edu- 
cation has been neglected, though in reality 
he may be exceedingly learned. Bad spell- 
ing, too, is almost conclusive testimony te 
carelessness of mind.” 


Brown University. 
gi 3 HE proportion of bad spelling in 
the entering class of Brown,” 
says President W. H. P. Faunce, 
“is not so large as in the entering class of 
Northwestern. The instructors in our Eng- 
lish department are, however, discovering 
spelling errors in the work of the students 
so frequently that they are obliged to do 
a large amount of extra work in correcting 
such mistakes and In calling the students’ 


attention to them. 
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the child has learned to recognize by sight 
a sufficient number of words to give it a 
start, it is hurried through the reading 
books, and after that on to other branches 
of learning without giving it time to learn 
to spell. 

“As for the remedy, let the child be 
taught to examine more closely the make- 
up of the words it is learning. 

“The ability to spell correctly is of the 
greatest importance to an educated man, 
and most essential for the success of @ 
young man or woman in business life. A 
business man who intrusts the writing of a 
letter to his clerk does not like to have it 
full of inexcusable errors in spelling. 

“A modern pusiness man would consider 
that an employe who came to him with 
such recommendations as a good education 
brings, and yet who was unable to spell cor- 
rectly, was very lable to be careless and 
slovenly in other matters. Incorrect spell- 
ing is a sure index that a man is shiftiess, 
careless and unable to pay the proper at- 
tention to details. It is inexcusable and 
therefore a good indication of character.” 


Yale University. 

HE standard of spelling is high at 
T Yale, as it jo an important feature 
of the entrance examinations. 

“No candidate,” says Prof. Albert Stan- 
burrough Cook of the English departments, 
‘will be accepted in English whose work is 
notably defective in spelling. 

“It is y agreed that there is 4 
notable deficiency in spelling among the stu- 
dents of the secondary schools. It is at- 
tributed by many to the word method of 
spelling by which a child is taught in the 
lower grades to recognize as a whole and 
not to analyze the sound by whioh the 
word is formed. I cannot say. whether or 
not this accounts for the deficiency, though 
very likely this might contribute to the 
cause, 

‘The unversities are trying all the time 
to induce the secondary schools to take ac- 
tion which will cause an improvement in 


‘the standard of spelling among the pupils. 


Just what the percentage of poor spellers 
among those who apply for admission to 
Yale is I cannot tell as no statistics have 
ever been compiled, but we would always 
be pleased to note an improvement in this 
respect. 

“As to what relative importance spelling 
had in a man’s education it has the same 
effect as has any habit of accuracy. To 
spell correctly implies the habit of close 
observation, and that is of value in any 
man. While it has been noticeable at times 
that a great many seemingly bright and 
well-educated persons were poor spellers, it 
always shocks us when we notea Ceficiency 
in such persons or among our friends, We 
are always giad to note an Improvement 
in thie respect, and in that degree I think 


it is important.”

“T have traced some cases of inherited 
bad spelling back to the grandfather,”’ 
writes the profesor, “And then some per- 
sons are ‘ear-minded’ and some ‘eye-mind- 
ed.’ An ear-minded person could be taught 
spelling better by the ploneer methods, and 
an eye-minded scholar could be better in- 
structed by seeing the word correctly writ- 
ten. The best method of teaching is that 
which combines both As to the incorrig- 
ibles, of course, there is no help. 

“As to the cure, I would try to remove 
the causes of bad spelling and then intro- 
duce devices for impressing the forms of 
the most commonly mis-epelled words upon 
his memory.

Mr. Deacon was granted an absclute dl- 
vorce and the custody of the children, ex- 
cept the eldest daughter, Gladys, who was 
in the Convent of the Assumption tn Paris 
A compromise was effected, for In the mean- 
time Mr. and Mrs. Deacon were exchanging 
the most friendly notes. 

Mr. Deacon came back to America with 
the three eldest children. But GI ‘short- 
ly afterward returned to her . Her 
sisters, Ida and Edith, were placed in 
school in New York. ‘Subsequently, in 1897, 
Mr. and Mrs. Deacon became reconciled. 
Since then she has had the care of the 
children. 

I.ong before that time Mr. Deacon showed 
signs of mental aberration, and there was 
no doubt that his mind was failing. In 
August, 1897, he became a raving maniac 
and was sent to the McLean asylum, at 
Waverly, Mass.. He died there on July 45, 
1901. Mrs. Deacon, or Mrs. Baldwin, as 
she has called herself since the Pores, 
visited him frequently. .

WASHINGTON BOOZ, the aged 

negro of this p'ace, who ts known 

far and wide because a two-inch plank 

}can be broken over his head without injur- 

ing him, and has sold his head for the third 
time. 

The first time he sold 
azo, when the founder of the Pniversity 
Medical School came here and gave up $25 
for Uncle Theophilus’ promis that the head 


would be available for the university's dis- 
secting class after its owner's death. 

At that time Uncle Theophilus—every body 
calls him uncle—was at least 3 years old. 
Hé can’t remember just how old he really 
is, but there's ne doubt he Is passed the 
century mark. At §&O his skull was even 
tougher than it is toda”, and when the col- 
lege professor called on him he was so 
anxions for the $25 that he offered to run 
full tilt into a stone wall, head foremost, 
to prove the quality of the head for which 
negotiations were in progress. 

It is related by tho older inhabitants that 
the rock wall fell down. Certain it is that 
Uncle Theophilus got the $23 and equally 
certain that the purchaser of the head died 
a few years later. 

The contract that Booz signed with the 
professor did not provide for the profes- 
sor’s death. It was stipulated that the head 
should become the property of the medical 
man on Booz’s death, but there was no 
qualifying clause as to who should get the 
head in case the buyer should die. 

After the professor’s death another one 
took charge of the medical school. He, too, 
heard of Booz’s head and came to Oaks to 
buy it, and like his predecessor he was so 
sure of outliving the old negro that he 
bought the head in his own name rather 
than In that of the institution. This second 
purchase was when Booz was about © 
ears old. 

After waiting to come into his own the 
second purchaser went to a far state, giv- 
ing up his connection with the school. The 
first $25 and the second had been spent long 
ago. Uncle Theophilus decided it was time 
to embark on the biHows of finance once 
more. He collected $10 and journeyed half 
across the state to another school. 

“"Mebhbe,”’ he said, “I'll git $60 this crack.’ 

On reaching the town in which the other 
medical institution was located, he sought 
cut the, puperintendent and told his story. 
A hund/ed years old—an unbroken and un- 
breakable head for sale—a fast-decaying 
constitation. These were some of the 
things) he called to the attention of the 
medici;l man. 

“I gan’t run agin no stun wall no mo’,”’ 
he sad, ‘‘I'm gittin’ a leetle too old for dat. 
But ] can let yer split logs on me all day.”’ 

Soi the medical man called to his aid 
sevefial lusty medical students, and each 
one /pf these tested the endurance of Booz's 
craydum. The planks they tried on it were 
shalitered to bits. Uncle Theophilus then 
demanded $30, and got it; after which he 
came back home. The professor holds a 
contract to which is appended a cross- 
mark written with ink, and under this are 
the words, “‘Thtophilus Jonathan George 
Washington Booz, his mark."”’ 

Uncle Theophilus’ life history has been 
punctuated with hard knocks. He wasn't 
10 years old when, according to his auto 
biographical stories all the bad boys of 
the neighborhood used to amuse themselves 
with his head. The way he found out how 
wonderfully constructed his skull was is 
told by him as follows: 

‘“W'en I was 3 years olf my mammy 
dropped me out’n a window, an’ I hit de 
groun’ oh ma head. It didn’t hurt a bit. 
‘Jeeminary!" mammy yelled, ‘if he ohile 
ain’t made out'n rock!’ An’ eber since dat 
day I’se ben de same way.” 

In course of time the college boys from 
nearby grew wise as to Boos’s attainments. 
The’ college is a very old one—in fact, it 
was here before Booz was. The students 
used to drive over to Oaks in carriages and 
take a fling at his head. Ten cents a smash 
was the price, and Booz became one of 
the most affluent negroes in the whole 
county. It was because of his ability to 
earn so much money, he says, that he has 
never been able to save any. He learned

regarding housework, is that it takes them 
from home. They want to remain in their 
homes at night. And this is very commend- 
able, it is a very good thing. 

Then the social freedom is another strong 
point. In every class of life there is a cer- 
tain social standing. The girls who do 
housework, as a rule, must receive their 
company in the kitchen. No self-reapect- 
ing young man cares to call on a girl where 
he has to be entertained in the kitchen, no 
difference how much he likes the girl or 
how good and deserving she may be 

The girl who works in a factory is home 
in the evenings. No matter how humble 
the home, her company is entertained in 
the best room the house affords. She can 
spend her evenings at home or with friends. 
When she leaves the factory at 6 in the 
evening, her work is finished for the day. 
Her time is her own until 7:30 the next 
morning. I have found conditions in the 
factories to be of the best. The girls are 
a happy, contented lot. 

We do not hope to revolutionize things, 
but we are endeavoring to formulate a sys- 
tem whereby we may be able to appease the 
distressing situation. We have organized a 
training school and employment bureau for 
this purpose. 

The question of domestic service, as ad- 
mitted by housekeepers, employes and 
economists, is one of increasing complex- 
ity. The brunt of its practical solution 
must be borne chiefly by the housekeeper. 
We believe that a training school, com- 
bined with a modern business method, will 
do away with some of the difficulties of 
this task, and we have organized for this 
purpose. 

Our object is to train girls, making them 
efficient help, in cooking, waiting on the 
table, housework, laundrywork, sewing 
and mending and the work of kindergar- 


wages of $15 per month will | 
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school or_in a private family as may be 
preferred. 


The emergency department ts where we 
supply help by the hour, day or week. 
In cases of this kind we make the terms 
with the employer and send the girl we 
think best adapted for the work. The em- 
ployer pays direct to the office and we 
pay the girl a stated salary. 


The food the girls prepare in their 
training is used for their lunch at the 
noon hour, and also sold to housekeepers 
and consumers who desire home baking 
and cooking. We will fill orders for pri- 
vate families, teas, luncheons, etc. 


In this way we are able to pay the girls 
who are taking a course while they are 
learning. 

In the sewing department plain sewing 
and mending are taught. In this depart- 
ment the girls are paid wages as in the 
cooking department. We send girls out as 
Emergencies to do the family mending. We 
make the contract and the money iIs paid 
direct to us, and we pay the girls stated 
wages. The girls prefer this to going out 
and doing. odd jobs and receiving the pay 
direct, for the reason, as one expressed it,— 
“I must know the amount of money I will 
receive each week. I must be assured of 
a certain sum. I cannot run the risk of 
having six dollars this week and nothing 
the next.” 

No girl can receive a certificate until she 
is thorough in whatever branch of Werk 
she desires to prepare herself. We will 
not guarantee them to be proficient until 
they have completed the course; when they 
have accomplished this, we can safely re- 
commend them. 

We now have a class of ten girls whe are 
taking the training, and we are more than 
pleased with the results. 

Our employment department has been in 
operation for the past month, and has been 


able conditions and fair wages in return for 
faithful service. 

We charge the employer $2 for securing 
good help. And we charge the girl 3 
cents for getting her employment. This 2% 
cents is to cover postage. When a girl 
applies to us for a situation she must give 
us two references. We then fill out a 
blank and send to the persons referred to.

When we send a girl out we send a card 
of introduction, and ask the employer to 
investigate the reference on record at our 
office concerning the girl. 

The girls are.sent out on a week's trial. 
If. at the end of the week. the girl is not 
satisfactory, or if the girl is not satisfied 
with the place, we suply a new girl and ce- 
cure the other girl a new place. We will 
do this for one month. Then, if neither em- 
ployer or employe is satisfied, they must 
pay the required amounts. 

The emergency service system has been 
demonstrated a success. In many instances 
the housekeeper docs not have the room for 
servants, and does not care to have them 
in the house all the time.

Her 
evening off as a rule is made to suit the 
convenience of the family who employs 
her. Then housewives throw up their hands 
in despair and wonder why girls prefer 
to work In factories to working for re- 
spectable families. 

We seldom ever have calls for colored 
servant girls. 

We have more male applicants for em- 
ployment than we do female. We fill all 
sorts of positions and have applications 
for all sort of employment, from scrub- 
women to stenographers, from street clean- 
ers to clerks. 

We are handicapped for lack of funds.
